RESOLUTION 

No. l(78)/69-PPD.— The Government of India have com 
sidered the Report of the Oil Prices Committee (hereinafter 
referred to as OPC) set up on the 14th June, 1968 under the 
chairmanship of Shri Shantilal H, Shah, M.P, to advise on 
the manner of determining ex-refinery and landed prices of 
petroleum products in the future and on other connected 
matters. 

2.1, After a careful study of the recommendations made, 
and keeping in view that the country still imports 60% of its 
total crude oil requirements, Government have decided to 
accept the OPC’s recommendation relating to the continuance 
of the concept of import parity in the initial build-up of the 
prices of bulk refined petroleum products ex-refineries/ports. 

2.2, The Committee has expressed the view that the intro- 
duction of uniform prices throughout the country is not fea- 
sible and has also advised against a regional pool. This re- 
commendation is accepted. 

2.3, (a) The Government have taken into account the fact 
that posted f.o.b. prices of certain perloleum products ex- 
Bandar Mah-Shahr had registered a drop on 27-3-69, which 
was a consequence oi the down ward trend in the net f.o.b. 
prices of crude oil in West Asia, resulting ultimately in a 
reduction of 10 cents per barrel cost of crude from $ 1,38 to 
$- 1,28 per barrel already enforced by Government, In the 
context of this fact, the ex-refinery prices of bulk refined pro- 


ducts and Bitumen grades in the case of all refineries in the 
country and landed prices of imported products, where appli- 
cable, will be determined on the basis of import parity, cal- 
culated as follows : 

(i) F.O.B. of all bulk products, excluding Bitumens, 
will be tho lowest of Platt's posted F.O.B. price, 
ex-Bandar Mah-Shahr as on 26-3-69, with a discount 
of 4% applied thereon; 

(li) Marine freight will be calculated at General Purpose 
vessel rates applicable for June, 1969 for all pro- 
ducts except Bitumens; 

(jii) For Bitumens, the derived F.O.B. price, as on 
18-5-65 cx-Abadan, with an appropriate increase to 
provide for neutralising the effect of devaluation of 
pound sterling in November, 1967, will be deemed 
to be the posted F.O.B. price. To this, 4% discount 
will be applied, to arrive at the net F.O.B. price. 
The marine freight will be at the rate applicable to 
Medium Range vessels in June, 1969 with the pre- 
mium recommended by the O.P.C, 

(iv) Future variations in the net F.O.B. prices, referred 
to above, will not be allowed unless specifically 
authorised by Government for good and valid 
reasons referred to in the succeeding para, 

(y) Keeping in view the fact that what is actually being 
imported in the country, currently, is crude oil and 
not petroleum products (with minor exceptions), 
the variations in Marine freight and wharfage on, 
imports of crude oil, which is actually used in manu- 
facturing bulk refined products (including naphtha) 
and bitumen grades, will be reflected in the product 
prices through the C&F Adjustment Account. While 
doing so, the actual capacity of the relevant port to 
receive crude oil tankers will be kept in view. In 
the case of oil companies using indigenous crude, the 
variations will be admissible on a notional basis. 
However, in the case of actual imports, if any, of 
petroleum products, such variations will be allowed 
to be recovered to the extent of actuals through an 
appropriate mechanism, 

(b) The recommendation of the O.P.C. that future reduc- 
tions in the prices of Middle East crude oil should be reflected 
in the shape of further discounts on posted f.o.b. prices of 
products, is accepted in principle; the Government, however, 
reserve the right to deal with the situation as it arises depend- 
ing on the conditions obtaining at that time. 

(c) The OPC has recommended that consequent on the 
inland refineries becoming additional pricing points for bulk 
refined products (including Naphtha) and Bitumen grades 
and the resultant revision of the supply areas, under-recove- 
ries of freight resulting from out-of-zone movements as well 
as coastal movements, should be rc-imbursed to the oil com- 
panies on the basis of actuals through the levy of a surcharge 
on an all-India basis, The Government accept this recom- 
mendation. The surcharge, which may be altered if necessary 
on the basis of actual experience^ will be levied on all bulk 
refined products (excluding aviation gasolenes of all grades. 
Bitumen grades, lubricants and greases). The under-recove- 
ries on all bulk refined petroleum products (excluding Bitumen 
grades lubricants and greases) are reimbursible. The rates of 
surcharge and the detailed mechanism of rc-imbursement will 
be worked out by Government and intimated to tho oil com- 
panies separately. A separate account will be maintained for 
collection of surcharge on Naphtha and the related under- 
recoveries. 
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2.4. The recommendation of Ihe OPC for treating all in- 
land refineries as pricing points in addition to the main pails 
is accepted. 

2.5. Government accept the recommendations of the Com- 
mittee on marketing and distribution charges, and on profit 
margins. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, 

(i) the basic ceiling selling prices of aviation gasolenes 
of all grades and ATE, which are notified by 
Government from time to time, will continue to 
remain at the same level as on 1-5-70 except for 
variations which may be authorised by the Govern- 
ment. The consequent under-realisation in respect 

of ATF will be compensated with effect frpm 
1-6-1970 through suitable adjustment of the price of 
Furnace Oil; 

(ii) the pricing of Naphtha used for the manufacture of 
approved products, such as fertiliser, will be on the 
lines suggested by the O.P.C. 

2.6. (a) The existing system of "Block Control” on market- 
ing apd distribution charges and profit of the oil marketing 
companies in respect of lubricants and greases will be con- 
tinued, for the present, at the ceiling rates recommended by 
the OPC, This is, however, subject to the condition that the 
prices of lubricants and greases will not be increased from 
the existing levels ( le . as on the first day of May, 1970) with- 
out the specific approval of Government. However, on the 
method of control of furnished lubricants as well as lube base 
stocks, Government will take a final view on receipt of the 
supplemental report which the OPC will give on the subject. 
The Government accept the recommendation of the OPC to 
exclude Specialities from the purview of Block Control on 
marketing/distrihution charges and profit, the details of 
which will be intimated to the oil companies separately. The 
Committee has not proposed any ceiling selling prices for 
Specialities like Carbon Black Feed Stock, lomcx, L.S.H.S. 
etc. Government accept this recommendation which will be 
applied to R.F.O, as well. However, Tea Drier Oil will be 
excluded from the list of Specialities and its price will be 
equated to that of Furnace Oil. 

2.6. (b) The basic ceiling selling prices of all bulk refined 
petroleum products, Bitumens and Naphtha (but excluding 
aviation gasolenes), will be re-calculated for each port in the 
manner suggested by the OPC and as modified by Govern- 
ment. The Government have decided that the basic ceiling 
selling prices of Motor Spirit 93 Octane No. and Furnace Oil 
should be increased suitably in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the O.P.C. as modified by Government. 

2.7. In the case of High Speed Diesel Oil, Government are 
unable to accept the recommendation of the O.P.C. for in- 
creasing the rate of dealers 1 commission. The dealers’ com- 
mission on Motor Spirit and Keroscno will continue at the 
existing rates as recommended by the Committee. 

3. Government accept the recommendation of the O.P.C. 
that the concept of Free Delivery Zone currently applicable 
to Motor Spirit and H.S.D. Oil should be extended to Furnace 
Oil also, 

4. The decisions herein contained about the prices of 
petroleum products will come into force with effect from 1st 
June, 1970 so as to afford adequate time for making the 
calculations of the revised selling prices throughout the coun- 
try on the new basis enunciated above, and will remain in 
force initially for a period of 3 years from that date, but will 
be subject to the adjustments recommended by the Com- 
mittee. Government may, however, extend their validity for 
a further period or periods at its discretion. 

5. Tn regard to some of the other recommendations of the 
Committee, the decisions of Government will be announced 
in due course.

— The ravages caused in Assam by 
the floods in the Brahmaputra have been a matter of 
considerable concern to the Central Government as well as 
the Government of Assam. In order to ensure a reasonable 
amount of protection to the people of Assam from the re- 
current damage by the flpods in Brahmaputra, it is necessary 
that an integrated plan to tackle the flood, erosion and 
drainage congestion problems of the State is prepared and 
implemented speedily. In order to ensure the close coopera' 
tion of Government of India in this task and to _ facilitate 
prompt and effective action in the formulation and implemen' 
tation of a comprehensive and coordinated plan for flood 
control, the Government of India have* in consultation with 
the State Government of Assam, decided to set up the Brah- 
maputra Flood Control Board. 

2. The Board will consist of the following : 

Chairman 

1. Union Minister of Irrigation & Power. 

Members 

2. Minister of Flood Control, Assam. 

3. Minister of Finance, Assam. 

4. Minister of Revenue, Assam, 

5. Minister of Forests, Assam. 

6. Minister of Power, Assam, 

7. Minister of Tribal areas and Soil Conservation, Assam. 

8. Adviser, NEFA. 

9. Chairman of the Brahmaputra Flood Control Com- 
mission. 

3. The Board will be assisted by a whole-time Secretary to 
be appointed by the Government of India in consultation with 
th^e Government of Assam. The headquarters of the Board 
will be situated at Gauhati, 

4. The Board will be a high powered policy making body 
and will decide priorities in the implementation of the various 
flood control schemes. The Board will accord sanction to 
cstmiates and approve the allocation of funds, 

5. The Board will frame its own rules of business. 


6. For preparing a comprehensive plan of the flood control 
of the valley and for execution of works the Assam Govern- 
ment will set up a whole-time organisation w>., Brahmaputra 
Flood Control Commission. The Chairman ol the Brahma- 
putra Flood Control Commission. The Chairman of the 
Hiahmaputra Flood Control Commission will be an ex-offirio 
Member of the Brahmaputra Flood Control Board. 

7. The Government of Assam will also set up a Board of 
Technical Consultants to review the work of the Commission 
and to advise on the problems that may arise during planning, 
design and execution of flood control schemes. The Chair- 
man of this Board will be nominated by the Chairman of the 
Brahmaputra Flood Control Board.
